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LLGft claimed that the operation 
was being carried out by the vice¬ 
squad from Charles Street Police 
Station acting on the direct 
authorisation of the Chief Constable, 
Michael Hirst, •'The police are 
devoting disproportionate resources 
in an almosi obsessive manner to 
securing convictions for offences 
which have no victims, and in law can 
only be described as trivial and 
attract fines of as little as £30,' 
said the report, 

After the allegations and Keith 
Vaz's comments appeared in the local 
press, Leicester Council's Public 
Services Committee, which has 
responsibility for the city's 
lavatories, took the unusual steo of 
asking a representatiye from LL6A to 
speak at a committee meeting, 
revealing the concern that the 
council felt that police might be 
committing illegal activities in 
council-run lavatories, The 
committee decided to write to the 
Chief Constable and the caretakers of 
all public toilets in an expression 
of their concern for the welfare of 
the users of the facilities, 

Bernard Greaves, spokesperson for 
Leicester Lesbian and Gay Action, 
said that the letter 'didn't yield an 
inch, but the Chief Constable didn't 
challenge any of our facts' 

Further evidence has emerged that 
Leicester City Council park 
attendants have, at the request of 
the police, been collecting the 
registration numbers of vehicles 
parked in the car parks of Abbey 
Park, Leicester Lesbian 1 Gay 
Action have asked the police for an 
assurance that those numbers wont be 
kept on record. 

More reports from regular users of 
Abbey Park lavatories who claim not 
to be gay, and over half of whom are 
women, say that they have observed 
plain clothes police officers with 
walkie-talkie radios mounting 
operations in the vicinity of public 
lavatories during June, July and 
August, The reports speak of 

officers "provocatively dressed", ana 
"dressed in leathers" , or park 
attendants collecting vehicle 
registration numbers in Abbey Park, 
who when challenged, said they were 
doing so at the request of the 
police, and they tell of overheard 
conversations on radio _ sets 
indicating that particular 
individuals were being targetted, 
such as “the (identity ol car) has 
arrived. Send in the boy", 

Bernard Greaves commented; "A few 
years ago there was extensive co¬ 
operation and liaison between the 
police and the gay community in 
Leicester, Now that is unthinkable, 
Lesbians and gay men are reluctant to 
report to the police even crimes 
against themselves and are unlikely 
to cooperate in major criminal 
investigations as they have dona in 
the past," 

So far the Chief Constable has 
ignored LLGA's request to meat a 
delegation of its members but as a 
result of LLGA's campaigning the case 
has received wide publicity 
nationally and we await future

TORCH SONS TRILOGY, Lacemarket 
Theatre, Nottingham, 6-11 November, 
"If I'd known what I know now, I 
wouldn't have bothered", How often 
have gay people heard a remark like 
this from a parent who has 
discovered that their, child is gay? 
Rarely, I hope, given the remark s 
chilling destructiveness, Arnold, 
in this play, does not greet the 
remark with rage or despair but 
appears to swallow and ingest it, 
and then produce a moving assertion 
of his self-respect, ancf his claim 
to the right to be true to himself 
and to be loved and valued on his 
own terms, 

This occurs during the crucial 
confrontation between mother and son 
in the final section of the drama, 
The evening opens with Arnold alone 
at his dressing table having just 
performed his torch songs. In the 
ensuing three plays, in a sense he 
carries a torch for three successive 
men. The opening scene, a private 
conversation between Arnold and his 
audience, I have found awkward each 
of the three times I have seen it - 
whether as play or film, Nick 
Robinson carried it off commendably, 
gradually drawing the audience in, 
though on this first night I felt 
that ■ ■ ■ ■ 

ahead of him and the responsib 
of that, who wouldn't be nervous? 

t/e then go on to explore the 
important relationships of Arnold's 
life - , starting with Ed, his 
bisexual lover, The continued use 
of solo scenes - for example, Ed- 
meetingArnold in a bar and chatting 
up thin air - again seem to me 
awkward writing, Arnold in the back 
room however, does work brilliantly 
in solo, Nick Robinson, in what 
was almost a lesson in aerobics, 
performed this scene hilariously - 
though he may have wondered why he 
bothered. The audience reaction 
was pretty tepid, but this was a 
largely straight audience (I could 
spot a dozen or so 'Friends of 

Dorothy') who were not too sure how 
to respond, Probably many in the 
audience found Arnold's mother in 
Plav Three someone with whom they 
could identify, and through whom 
they could face the situation and 
vorr. towards understanding. They 
were markedly different from the 
London audience that I was once part 
of, who fel-1 about watching Anthony 
•Slier, 

To continue with the story;- Ed 
becomeds involved with a woman. 
Laurel, to Arnold's horror, Arnolo 
then begins what is probably the 
deepest of the relationships we see 
with the younger Alan, Ed still 
hankers after seeing Arnold, and 
Laurel is intrigued - so, Arnold 
gets invited to weekend with Ed and 
Laurel. At first he says no - but, 
Alan wants to go. Thus we have a 
country weekend for four voices, Ed 
at first finds the presence of Alan 
irritating but changes his mind in 
the hayloft, (In such situations,. I 
tend to hoo;- that dry h-ay-stalks are 


not rubbing against tender bits), 
When Arnold ano Laurel learn of this 
there is anger, jealousy an'f 
essential adjustments - and I wonder 
how far this section is essential to 
the plot, It seems rather 
hackneyed, Phil Nolloy as Ed and 
Craig flanners as Alan performed very 
effectively; Nicole Flint as Laurel 
was competent, but I did wonder 
about her character's commitment in 
the 'revelation' scene with Arnold, 

In Play Three, five years on, we 
find Arnold looking after a 1-5 year- 
old gay lad with a troubled 
background, (convincingly and 
entertainingly • played by Harshall 
Douglas), Arnold is hoping to adopt 
this lad, David, Alan has been 
killed by queerbashers two years 
earlier, and Ed is temporarily 
staying on the sofa. Into this 
situation comes Pam Hughes--Jones as 
Arnold's mother, acting with 
considerable energy and credibility. 
'Horn' does not go gently into 
acceptance of Arnold's gayness, but 



rages against the dying of the 
straight son she had made herself 
believe in, She cannot accept, at 
first, that her grief in widownood 
can be compared Ito Arnold's grief 
over Alan, She does come to see 
the similarity, and tells Arnold 
that if he hao been more open with 
her she could have helped him 
through his bereavement. Though 
she carries through her decision to 
cut short her visit to Arnold, they 
have both increased their 
understanding and progress has been 
made, k'e are left with Arnold 
alone, hugging a precious 
phjolograph. 

This drama makes a powerful and 
much-needed series of statements 
about gay life and the needs we have 
for acceptance as we are and 
opportunities for fulfilment as we 
are. It was excellent to have a 
well-acted production of this play 
at the Lacemarket Theatre, 

Will the Lacemarket explore the 
possibilities of gay theatre 
further? L-ill a production of 'As 
Is', perhaps, appear on the horizon?

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One of the depressing features about 
the campaign against Section 28 was 
the way in which many quite well- 
intentioned lesbian and oay 
spokespersons and several "Ps 
attempted to attack the legislation 
by saying that lesbian and gav 
sexuality cannot be promoted, I dont 
think there's much evidence for that: 
actually all the psychological and 
anthropological evidence indicates 
that sexuality is not something 
biologically innate but is socially 
constructed, largely dependent on the 
culture of the society and the- degree 
to which sexual diversity is 
acceptable or repressed and I think 
we ought not to be ashamed to say 
that sexuality can be promoted and 
that in an ideal world people's 
sexual orientati'>n will be far more 
fluid and diverse, 

Probably in the last decade the 
struggle for human and civil rights 
has to some extent superceded the 
struggle for lesbian and gay 
liberation. Whilst it's very 
important we push the case for 
lesbian/gay equality -we also need to 
recognise the limitatioris of that 
strategy. What it implies is that 
we're seeking equality with 
heterosexuals on their terms, The 
Lesbian and Gay Liberation Movement 
sought to define a space in the 
future for lesbians and gay men on 
their terms, With the backlash in 
the wake of Aids and Section 28, its 
probably more important than ever 
that we revive the emancipatory 
vision of the early Lesbian and Gay 
Liberation Movement and its tradition 
of direct action.- and piyil 
disobedience as a way of '^jrof.iling 
lesbian and gay issues and assertinc 
our visibilify in a very positive anc 
'upfront way.

I think -possibly one of the most 
fruitful areas of future advance, 
particularly if we still have a 
Thatcherite government is by 
campaigning on the European level, 
Britain is clearly one of the most 
backward countries in Europe on 
lesbian and gay rights. Any upward 
harmonisation of policies around 
lesbian and gay equality would 
almost certainly be of tremendous 
benefit to lesbians and gay men in 
this country, 

In a sense we could see a 
coalition leapfrogging the walls of 
this country and uniting wit.h 
progressive forces in Europe, 

It's really important that we 
build a more co-ordinated, European 
wide lesbian and gay reovenent which 
can fight simultaneously throughout 
all Che member-states in the 
European community and beyond to get. 
common policies which will enshrine 
in law, bindng on all countries, the 
human rights of lesbian and gay 
people, I can see the International 
Lesbian and Gay Association coming 
into its own now as a strong force, 
not a shadowy Campaign for 
Homosexual Equality, 

Already IL6A is doing a lot of 
good work behind the scenes; but 
where- it has failed so far is to 
actually mobilise the national 
lesbian and gay organisations in 
each of the member countries to 
r.ovide a multi-pronged attack to 
lack up its efforts. If it.is going 
to make its mark it Will need to do 
this. 



It 's very clear that there are a 
whole range of issues affecting 
people with HIV and AIDS which the 
government has not responded on; 
for example the huge reduction in 
benefits for many people with Aids, 
It's therefore very Important that 
we confront the government about its 
inadequate response to AIDS and we 
do this in a way which is visible 
and hi oh profile, 

ffne of the problems of going 
throuqh the legislative process is 
‘hat 'it is so long-winded, I think 
the tradition of direct action zaps 
is important for two reasons; first 
because it gets media attention -it 
puts pressure on government and 
public officials and secondly its 
important because it gives hope and 
self-confidence to people with HIV 
and AIDS and their friends and 
lovers because they can actually 
see something being done. The 
trouble with the behind-the-scenes 
lobbying approach is that , its very 
invisibility makes it appear that 
nothinq is going on and that can be 
very 'demoralising and despiriting 
for many people.
